Reaching its peak for yesterday 
at 15 above, temperature declined to 
five above at 6 p.m. but a new rise 
brought it to 23 above at 3 a.m.

At 9 am. it was 
holding steady at 20 degrees. 


The official forecast for today and 


Friday is fair and comparatively 
mild, The morning barometer read- 
ing was 27.58 up.

showed below-zero temperatures 
but in most districts temperatures 
ranged as high as 35 degrees above 
with a west wind frem the Pacific 
sweepiag through the pass It was 
3° at Dawson Creek, Pouce Coupe 
and Spirit River, while the lowest 
was 21 below at Fort Vermilion and 
12 below at Mirror Landing. 

In the far north the cold has not 
yet slackened and frigid temper- 
atures are still reported. The cold- 
est this morning was 52 below at 
Aklavik, the warmest four below at 
Fort Smith.

FURNACE MAN 
SAVED FROM 


| Buried in Coal Shute on 
Way to Doom When 
Rescued 


TORONTO, Jan, 4—Cries for 
help, uttered as he was being drawn 
slowly towards the roaring fire in 
! the Toronto Terminal Heating Com- 
pany furnace today, brought rescu- 
ers who saved Willtam French, 38 
from being burned to death. 

French was sucked into the self- 
feeding chute which led directly 
into the roaring furnace and he 

was but a few feet from fiery 
death when workmen came to his 
rescue. 


Other workers stated French had | 


been working on top of a huge coal 
pile when he slipped into the coal 
| which was being sucked into the 
furnace. By the time rescuers ar- 
rived he had disappeared under a 
mass of hundreds of tons of coal 
| All hands took up shovels, 

Twelve feet below the surface ol 
the coal-load French was found and 
| pulled out. He was taken to hos- 
pital in a state of collapse, suffering 
from shock,

Then, early today. fire broke out

The cause of the explosion had 
not been definitely ascertained 
Many believed it resulted from ig- 
| nition of an underground store otf 
dynamite. An investigation was

was shaken. 
CLUTCH FAINT HOPE 

Wives and children whom auth- 
orities fear are widows and orphans 
still clutched at the faint hope the 
120 miners imprisoned underground 
may yet be alive. 


The fire which broke out over- 
night was blocked off and rescue 
workers had cleared away much 


of the wreckage which barred them 
from the underground passages. 
They reached one of these  pas- 
sages to find it clear of miners, 
and then sprang up the hope that at 
least some of the 120 underground 
might still be alive in some more 
| distant gallery which they might 
have shut off from the gases. 

Of the four who escaped by 
climbing ladders from the 1,000 foot 
level, one—Dalibar Sikora—had an 
éxperience that was almost miracu- 
lous. 

Sikora was exhausted after climb 
ing 700 feet and, sick from the gas 
he had inhaled, was about to drop 
from the rungs when the first man

CANADA SHOULD DO THIS 


One-fourth of the inhabitants of Newfound- 
land were on the dole last winter and one-fifth 
are on the dole this winter. Apparently the 
depression struck the island “‘dominion” about 
as severely as it struck Canada, measured in 
terms of paralyzed employment and widespread 
distress. One-fifth of the people in Canada are 
also on relief. 

But the Newfoundlanders are faring worse, 
because of their position, the nature of the 
country, and the restricted diet on which they 
are obliged to live 
ployment is general and the bulk of the popula- 
tion living on rations prescribed by the relief 
agencies are threatened by an epidemic of beri- 
beri, a disease which so saps the victims of 
strength that they cannot work if given the 
chance, when it does not result fatally. The 
prediction is made that in isolated places the 
older inhabitants will not survive the winter, 
and that the young will emerge in spring only 
able to “totter.” 

A reliable remedy and preventive 
disease is said to be whole wheat flour. That 
confronts Canada with an opportunity and a 
responsibility to come to the rescue of our dis- 
tressed neighbors and kinsmen. A couple of 
years ago Canada came to the relief of New- 
foundland’s creditors, by lending that colony a 
few miilion dollars with which to buy them 
off and postpone the day of settlement. We 
should uo at least as much on behalf of the 
Newfoundlanders themselves; send them a few

There isn’t a single Canadian banker or pro- 
fessor on the list, not a single present Chancellor 
of the Exchequer or Finance Minister in office 
(Mr. McKenna is a former British Chancellor) 
nor any member of the recent Royal Commis- 
sion on Canadian banking. 

Prof. O. M. W. Sprague who recently re- 
signed with a flourish of trumpets as financial 
adviser to the U.S. Treasury is not on the list, 
though Prof. G. F. Warren of Cornell, President 
Roosevelt's personal monetary adviser is includ- 
ed. This ought to salve Prof. Warren’s feelings 
at being referred to by Al’ Smith in December 
New Outlook as “a young professor of agricul- 
tural economics”. Al’ seems to think of profes- 
sors as Premier Bennett does of editors, that 
unless they have a lot of money their ideas on 
the subject are presumptuous.

“Let us see what this international fight 
for gold really means. England, the grand- 
mother of the sacred gold standard, started it. 
France competed, and for a long time America 
remained neutral. Finally we accepted the 
challenge in self protection, and now we are 
outbidding both. The result is that France is 
losing her hoarded gold at the rate of 90 mil- 
lion dollars a week. She is broke and will 
have to leave the gold standard as England 
did, 

“President Roosevelt is showing the world 
the wealth and power of America. All the 
gold in the world amounts to little compared 
with our resources. Outside of the United 
States there are about 350 million ounces of 
monetary gold valued at.7 billion dollars at 
the old price. Suppose we double the price 
and take it all. That would mean about 14 
billion dollars or little more than our total 
tax burden for the year. It would mean about 
one-fifth of our domestic trade and two- 
thirds of what Europe owes us, including 
interest. 

“For the United States to buy all the 
foreign gold in the world at double the old 
price would mean about one-half of our 
domestic debt, It would mean that when we 
acquired all the gold of the world we would 
have about 11 billions at the old prices, against 
750 billions in gold paper that the v vvid owes. 

“What then? We would be the money 
power of the world in reality as well as in 
theory. We would then place a value on our 
gold of $50 if we pleased and make foreign 
nations like it. Whoever controls gold con- 
‘trols world trade as England did in the last 
century. In this monetary warfare which 
England and France started we have all the 
advantage because America could buy both 
nations out before breakfast and tell the 
waiter to keep the change. Since the war 
America has been too humble and has loaned 
her billions like a drunken sailor to rehabilitate 
Europe. It is now time America showed her 
strength financially and proved tu Europe

Some Symptoms of 
Bronchial Asthma

When the three main causes of asthma are 
present, the patien. .s likely to develop an at- 
tack at any time and all that may be needed to 
set it off is some exciting cause: such an exciting 
cause might be the breathing in of house dust, 
or dust from animal fur or 


from face powder, which 
might be irritating to the 
sensitive bronchical tubes. 


Or, the patient may bring on 
an attack by eating certain 
foods to which he is hyper- 
sensitive and which are 
capable of producing irritat- 
ing materials after being 
digested. The irritating sub- 
Stance is carried in the blood 
to the bronchial tubes. 

However, I consider that 
the exciting causes will cease to bring on the 
attacks just as soon as the three main causes 
are removed. These exciting causes only serve 
to set off the attack in those patients who have 
some abnormal condition present in their sys- 
tems and they are absolutely harmless in af- 
fecting the healthy person who can breathe or 
eat certain substances every day in the year 
without the slightest hint of asthma ever de- 
veloping, although the same materials might 
bring on an attack in the unhealthy individual. 

Attacks of bronchial asthma may come on 
at more or less regular times or they may come 
unexpectedly. The symptoms are frequently 
mild at the time the disease is starting, which 
is before the age of 25 in most cases. The at- 
tacks often grow more severe with time and tend 
to come closer together. The most outstand- 
ing symptom is the agony in breathing. The 
patient finds it hard to get enough air into the 
lungs, and even harder to get it out. The lungs 
fill up with aiir and the diaphragm becomes 
fixed. The chest muscles will step in and try to 
do the work of the diaphragm and will attempt 
to bring about the movements needed for 
breathing. This kind of breathing causes the 
patient to stoop over. 

To give you a plain picture of what happens 
T am going to compare the air trapped in the 
lungs with men trapped in a mine. As you 
know, when the narrow shaft leading to a 
mine caves in and becomes almost filled with 
rock, the men are trapped and may suffer from 
lack of fresh air. It is about the same thing 
when the bronchial tubes leading to the lungs 
become nearly closed with mucus or swelling 
—the air becomes trapped in the lungs and the 
patient is in agony because he is not getting as 
much clean air as he needs. When he tried to 
draw air through the clogged tubes, this pro- 
duces the peculiar wheezing sound heard dur- 
ing an attack. 

The patient will say that he feels as though 
he has a ten storey office building piled on his 
chest, and his face turns blue. After he suc- 
ceeds in raising a characteristic sputum con- 
taining little round white beads like tapioca, re- 
lief begins. 

When asthma continues for some length of 
time, such complications as chronic bronchitis 
and emphysema occur and the attacks of asthma 
may then be present nearly all the time. It is 
therefore advisable to overcome the asthma be- 
fore such complications take place. 

In the treatment of asthma, I advise the use 
of the fast, as the magic of the fast is more 
quickly seen in the treatment of this disorder 
than in almost any other. The fast should be 
used at the start if you wish to see the wheez- 
ing stop within twelve to forty-eight hours

St. Paul’s | 


As the chimes of “Big Ben” 
rang through Edmonton homes 
on Sunday afternoon, ushering 
in the New Year in Old London, 
many wistful memories must 
have been aroused in the 
hearts and minds of Londoners 
now resident in this city. 

“Big Ben”, so named in com- 
pliment to Sir Benjamin Hall, 
first commissioner of works at 
the time the bell was cast, 
chimes the hours of the great 
clock in the tower overlooking 
Westminster Bridge, and which 
is part of the majestic Houses 
of Parliament. The bell weighs 
some 13 1-2 tons. The clock has 
four dials, each 22 1-2 ft. in 
diameter. Wireless has made 
the notes of “Big Ben” familiar 
throughout the Empire, and it 
is one of the finest timekeepers 
in the world 

But while “Big Ben” is be- 
loved of. all Londoners, St. 
Paul's Cathedral will always be 
the outstanding landmark of 
that great city. It is probably 
the fourth great church to 
occupy the site. Tradition even 
that a “Temple of 
Diana” stood there before the 
introduction of Christianity. 
The first known edifice was 
erected by Ethelbert, King of 
Kent, about 607 A.D. That 
structure was destroyed by fire 
in 1087, shortly after the Nor- 
man conquest.

Its successor, which is still 
referred to as Old St. Paul's 
was commenced at once, but 


was not completed for upwards 
of two centuries. reat as the 
present building Old St. 
Paul's was even larger, having 
a length of 586 feet, while its 
spire was 520 feet in height. 

After various vicissitudes, 
Old St. Paul's fell into some- 
what base use in its later days, 
a theatre even being built 
against one of its outer walls. 
Charles I commenced its restor- 
ation, but the Commonwealth 
parliament appropriated the 
funds, and Cromwell stabled 
the horses of his troops in the 
nave.

He died in 1720 at the 
age of 91 years, having re- 
tired in his old age to Hampton 
Once every year he insisted 
upon being carried to a spot 
beneath the dome, where he 
could contemplate his work. A 
tablet on his tombstone, and re- 
peated over the north door of 
the Cathedral, tersely says: 
“Lector, si monumentum re- 
quiris cireumspice”—‘Reader 
if thou seekest his monument

In the north tower of the 
Cathedral are the bells heard 
on Sunday afternoon.

TOTAL PAYMENTS

Finance Committee to Pass 
Recommendation on to 
Council — Motion Calls.

Tax arrear property to which 
the city already had power to | 
take title during 1932 or before | 
will be forfeited by delinquent | 
taxpayers unless they give full | 
and sufficient proof on or before | 
March 15, 1934, of their inability 
to pay tax bills. This is the 
recommendation which ‘he civic 
finance committee decided to pass 
on to city council following a mo- 
tion by Ald. J. H. Ogilvie at the 
committee’s regular mecting, 
Wednesday. 

This question was deliberated in 
connection with a motion made by 
Ald. R. V, Bellamy at the last meet- 
ing of council to the effect that the 
city hoist forfeiture procedings for | 
one year. 

Ald, Ogilvie’s lengthy motion fol- 
“That the provisions of the 
Tax Recovery Act and City Charter 
as to enforcement of payment of 
taxes on properties caveated in 1932 
or prior thereto will be exercised 
and payment enforced unless the 
person liable for payment of taxes 
satisfied the assessor on or before | 
March 15, 1934, that non-payment 
is due to inability, in which case 
the assessor be authorized to not en- 
force a forfeiture or payment until 
such time in 1924 as in his opinion 
payment should be made, or som 
other arrangement arrived at, and 
that notice of this resolution and in- 
tended¢action be given by mail to 
each person liable to be affected, 


| as soon as possible.” 


CITY BEING LENIENT 


The committee felt that as the 
city was being lenient as possiblc 
with taxpayers in arrears, there was 
no reason for giving support to Ald 
Bellamy’s proposal that forfeiture 
proceedings be set aside for one 
year. 

Ald. Jas. East decided that any 
action on the part of council which 
would give taxpayers the impres- 
sion they did not have to make 
their payments was a dangerous 
one. 

Commissioner David Mitchell pre- 
sented figures that tax arrears up 
till the end of 1932 totalled $1,750,- 
000, and that the total would be in 
the neighborhood of $2,300,000 when 
final figures for 1933 were in. 

Terming Ald. Bellamy’s idea “a} 
moratorium,” Ald. East averree that | 
such a step would affect the in- 
terest rates. “Not that I'm fond of. 
paying interest, but when you are 
leaning on a door you want to see 
that the hinges are greased,” he ob- 
served. 

MADE TO GIVE PROOF 

There was no sense in giving the 
taxpayers the impression that ‘ev- 
erything is rosy,” remarked Ald’ J. 
W. Findlay, adding that property- 
holders in arrears should be made 
to give proof of their inability to 


| Pay. If they could pay, then pro- 


ceedings should be taken against 


| them 


Continuing, the alderman warned 
that the question of tax collections | 
would have to be handled carefully. 
In Quebec, he declared, caveats 
were being vigorously enforced 
municipalities having been ordered 
to sell by public auction property 
on which taxes were in arrears. “A 


| taxpayer who can pay but who! 
| won't should be dealt with accord- 


ingly,” he stated. On the other hand, 
home-owners who absolutely | 
meet their obligations 
should be dealt with leniently, 

Ald. Findlay objected to the com- 
pounding penalties on arrears of 
taxes. In some cases this amounted 
to 11 or 12 per cent. | 

_In reply, Ald. East said that the 
city could not very well cancel the 
penalties since some taxpayers | 
would use their money for other 
purposes than paying tax bills. 


ONLY 34% PER CENT ' 


Explaining the interest charged 
on arrears, Thos. Walker, city as- 
sessor and tax collector, told the 
committee that the interest amount- 
ed to only 3% per cent. at the end 
of the first year of arrears. It was 
only at the end of the second year | 
that the rate of 11 per cent. was 
charged, He also poigted out that 
the carrying charge paid by the city 
during the two years was 10 per | 
cent. | 

Asked by Mayor D. K. Knott! 
which class of property-holders 
seemed most anxious to make ar- | 
rangements for the payment of | 
back taxes and retain their home | 
property, Mr. Walker answered | 
that they were the home-owners on | 
relief and those whom had met! 
with severe financial difficulties. |

LOS ANGELES, “an. 4.—Reports 
of looting in one of the flood 
stricken suburban districts added to 
the distress of the homeless and the 
burden of relief workers in the mud 
and debris covered lowlands about 
-he city last night. A force of 200 
men was sent to patrol the stricken 
Montrose area, n rth of the down- 
town district. 

The secret of how many persons 
died in the New Year's eve deluge 
still was to be solved. Forty-one 
bodies had been recovered and 35 
of these identified, but it was fear- 
ed many of the more than three- 
score persons still on the missing 
list htd perished. 

Huge piles of debris and mud, the 
wreckage of homes and many bur- 
cars ‘cre yet to be 
searched for bodies. 

The governor of the state turned 
away with tears in his eyes as he 
saw the body of a small child re- 
covered from the silt of Verdugo 
wash, 

Unnerved by the long suspense, 
parents searched debris for missing 
children. Friends and relatives be- 
sieged relief workers for news of

PEIPING, Jan. 4.—Disquieting 
fear was felt yesterday for the 
safety of students and teachers in 
an American school at Tungchow, 
which lay in the path of a pillag- 
ing rebel force as it retreated 
after an unsuccessful thrust at 
Peiping. 

United States consular officials 
here were concerned over the 
possible danger of the institution 
during the depredations of the 
insurgents—2,000 ragged irregu- 
lars under General Liu Kuci- 
Tang. 

Government forces repulsed the 
invaders from Chahar province, but 
travel in this section was made dan 
gerous and traffic into Peiping was 
disrupted as the outlaws terrorized 
the countryside.

‘LONDON PRESS 


- LAUDS ADDRESS 
~ OF ROOSEVELT 


|New Conceptions of Fed- 
eral Functions Seen in 
Objective 


| LONDON, Jan, 4. — President 
Roosevelt's message to congress, 
seen in one London newspaper as 
|“near enough to Socialism to be 
pardonably mistaken for it,” was 
given wide prominence and drew 
a good deal of sympathetic com- 
ment today 

Among the points especially em. 
phasized by the Times was the Pre- 
sident's aim not merely at recovery, 
but at permanent reconstruction of 
the American economic system 

“He has the country behind him,” 
said the Telegraph, “in his effort 
at a drastic change such as no presi- 
dent hitherto has dreamed, such 
indeed as involves a new concep- 
tion of the presidential office and 
the functions of the federal admin- 
istration.” 


The paper questioned whether 
“the American spirit would cone 
tinue to accept such semi-revolu- 


| tionary expedients when the cloudg 
of depression were finally dissi- 
pated.” 

The News Chronicle also thought 
the president's policy “seems likely 
to carry his administration further 
in the direction of socialism than 
most Americans have yet begun to 
realize.” 

Another point emphasized by the 
Times was the president's reference 
in the South American section of 
his address to precluding the bal- 
ances of one nation at the expense 
of the trade debits of another, 

“If this sound principle could be 
put into generally effective prac- 
| tice,” said the Times, “international 

trade would soon begin to recover. 

It would mean, however, something 

like a revolution in the commercial 

policy of the United States.” 


CANADA LIFTS

DEAN INGE 


| Predicts Bright Dominion 
Future in Newest 
Book 


LONDON, Jan. 4.—Very Rey 
Ralph Inge, the “Gloomy Dean” of 
St. Paul's, foresees a bright future 
for large countries little populated 
at present, such as Canada. 
| The dean, who retires this year 
from the historic cathedral, declares 
jin the new edition of his book 
| “England.” to be published today, 
sition of Great Britain 
as one of the great powers is bound 
to decline relatively though not 
absolutely 

“The future, as regards effective 
force and wealth, belongs to large 
countries not yet full of people,” he 
adds. 

Declaring that the Dominions 
may not always be willing to sup- 
port the Mother Country, the dean 
observes further that “it seems to 
me to be almost certain that we 
shall be unable to find food and 
work for our present population 

“For this reason I favor emigra- 
tion or better state-directed colon- 
ization.” 

Discussing arms and armies, Dean 
| Inge says, “the American govern~ 
ment seriously contemplated taking 
action against us in the early part 


of the war He adds the predic- 
tion: “If in the future we are 
attacked by a European coalition 


we may take it as probable that the 
United States will leave us to our 
fate unless, indeed, we are invaded 
by a black army.” 

When the United States joined 
the allies, he says, “whatever senti- 
ment was allowed to enter into 
their caluculations was in favor of 
France, not England.” 

Other quotations from the vol- 
ume: “Looseness of conduct is un- 
| questionably spreading downward 
to classes where it was almost un- 
known, 

“Knowledge of methods of birth 
control has had unfortunate re- 
sults on the morals of many per- 
sons of both sexes.”

Plan Change in Act Pre- 
venting Special Favors 


to Canada Shippers 


WASHINGTON, Jan, 4.—The rail 
ads of the United States were 
und by the Interstate Commerce 
‘ ommission in its annual report to- 
cay to be in a better condition than 


a year ago. 
In a document covering the year 
ending Dec. 1 the commission found | 
the carriers’ business improving, | 
with operating costs reduced and 
conditions in general on the up | 
grade. | 
Only one recommendation for leg- | 
islation was made. All others will | 
be left until such time as Joseph B. | 
Fastman, federal co-ordinator of 
transportation, completes his study 
of the railroads ‘Then, the commis- 
sion said, it will publish its com- | 
ments, | 


PREVENT SPECIAL FAVORS 

The lone recommendation was| 
that the 1920 Transportation Act be| 
tightened to prevent special favors 
being granted shippers who send! 
freight from one foreign country to 
another over United States rail- 
roads. 

Prior to 1920 the commission 
could control such shipments while} 
in the United States. By the word 
ing of the 1920 Transportation Act, | 
however, it is said a shipper—in 
Canada for instance—sending goods 
to Mexico for example across the 
United States, can be given favors | 
without running afoul of the Elkins 
anti-rebate act or similar laws, 

“An important feature of railway

recovery,” said the commission's re- 
port, “is a well-balanced adjust- 
ment of railway charges, railway, 


wages and the general price level.” | 

“We had occasion to consider the | 
relation of prices of commodities | 
and railway freight rates in the 
general rate level investigation of 
1933.’ | 
VOLUNTARY REDUCTIONS 

The evidence showed that while 
the rate level was high compared | 
with the price level, it was im- 
possible to require them to be 
brought together by a general rate 
reduction, 

“Nevertheless, by force of com- 
petition, carriers are voluntarily 
naking reductions in rates and 
fares, It is obviously not desirable 
to restrict this competition insofar 
as it is conducted on a fair basis. 

“However, before such a condition 
of fair competition can be said to 
exist, it will be necessary that the 
various transport agencies pay the 
same rates of wages for comparable | 
skill, render reliable service on a 
non-discriminatory basis and bear 
an equal tax burden.” |
